The Tigers started toward 
their first touchdown almost as 
soon as they received the ball 
in the first quarter, and drove 
76 yards for the first goal as 
Jimmy Holley plunged over 
center from the Opp 2-yard 
line, Rudolf Free made the ex- 
tra point, 

Opp Scores 

In the second quarter Elba 
was forced to punt with fourth 
down and 27 yards to go and 
Opp took the ball on the Elba 
44. The Bobcats started a drive 
which they turned into pay 
dirt when Metcalf scored from 
the Elba 21-yard line, and Sex- 
ton kicked for the extra point 
to tie the score 7-7, 

In the third quarter Elba 
went ahead of the bobcats as 
Tony Hudson scored from the 
Opp 5-yard line after a 70-yard 
drive. Jimmy Holley made the 
extra point putting the Tigers 
ahead 14-17, 

Opp almost overcame the El- 
ba lead in the third quarter 
when Sexton ran around end 
for a 66-yard Bobcat TD. They 
failed to get the extra point, 
and leaving the score 14-13 for 
Elba, 

Increase Lead 

Blba increased the lead when 
Tony Hudson took the ball on 
kickoff and returned it for a 
Tiger TD. Enzor made the ex- 


tra point to leave the final 
score 21-13. 
Several other Tiger drives 


were stopped by costly fumbles 
and Opp recovered. The Tigers 
had 15 first downs to Opp’s 4, 
and 197 yards rushing to Opp’s 
138. On passing, Elba complet- 
ed two out of four and Opp 
completed none out of two. 

The Tigers netted a total of 
228 yards with thirty yards in 
penalties and Opp netted a to- 
tal of 138 yards with 10 yards 
in penalties. Holley led the Tig. 
er offense with 97 yards in 20 
carries while Sexton, of Opp, 
had 75 yards,

Wiregrass shopper comes in, 
greet her with a friendly hello, 
she wants to feel “needed’’, and 
you'll have yourself a regular 
customer, 

That's what a panel of six 
Wiregrass homemakers told a 
group of 300 food manuafctur- 
ers and distributors at Geneva 
Community Center last week.

According to the Wiregrass 
women, Mrs. Average Shopper 
is intelligent, progressive, thrif_ 
ty, frank and loyal.

Just at the beginning of last Summer, or exactly three 
months ago, the Elba Chamber of C ommerce brought here 
4 nationally-kKnown speaker who was sponsored by the U 
S. Chamber of Commerce w ho had many inte resting things 
to say about any city, and which could be applied to Elba. 


He was Howard J. W isehaupt who spoke at a three- 
day clinic at the Elba Theatre before the Rotary Club and 
at a Chamber of Commerce membership meeting, Some of 
the things he said bear repeating, Some of the things he 

said follow: 


I know some people won't like what I have to say but 
I don’t care—I'm le aving here Thursday, and I was hired 
to give you my views of your town. I am a doctor of busi- 
ness, and if you call your family physician, he too, scme- 
times has to give some bitter medicine, 


Some of the buildings on the Public Square look like 
they haven't been painted since the war—and I don't mean 
the last war, I mean the War Between the States. Some 
store windows look like they haven't been changed in six 
months. 

If I were mayor of Elba I wouldn't stand for any store 
lisplaying its wares on the sidewalks, If I lacked an ordi- 
nance to stop it I would certainly try to get one. 

There was Galveston, Tex., a city right on the Gulf of 
Mexico, but there were some men with vision in a place 
alled Houston which was nothing but a cross-roads town 
in 1900. Houston was 68 miles inland from the Gulf, but 
they didn’t let that deter them. They just dug a ditch big 
enough for boats to pass right by Galveston to Houston. 
Last year Houston was the fourth biggest port in America. 

Elba is not much further from the Gulf than Houston, 
hut you already have a ditch dug from here to the Gulf of 
Me xico. But first there needs to be men and women of vis- 
ion of what Elba can become. 


There are no longer any small towns, Television has 
*hanged all there. There are either big cities or little cities. 
Your market changes completely every ten years. 
Those children ten years old you see going to school today 
are going to be 20 years old ten years from now, getting 
mabried: selecting careers.
